case of the Clark third class city bill 
to determine whether it applies to 
Connellsville, 'and to sain a decision 
establishing the -status of the munic- 
ipality. :At the same time the ChamV 
bcr of Commerce, through- President 
\ .Ei Markeil, agreed to bear half of - 
the expense, expected to be about $160. . 
It is understood that the.lawyers of 
Connellsville. -will contribute their ser- 
vices free.

Goldsmith have- virtually agreed to 
this and'it is expected to enlist 
the 


aid of the others. Four test suits -will 
be instituted. 


A committee of five, consisting1 pf 


S. It. Goldsmith, F. E. Maffcell,- J. 
Fred Kurtz, M. B. Pryce and '$. H. 
"Wortman, -was named by President 
W. S. Behanna to solicit funds 'knd 
arrange the details necessary for^ 
prompt prosecution, of the suits. Thft^. 
committee will hold its first meeting"^ 
next Monday night. 


It is proposed to have suits begun 


by four prospective candidates," one 
Cor mayor on a non-partisan ballot, 
one for mayor on a party ticket under 
the third class city law of ISSJJ/Nme 
for councilman on a non-partisan bal- 
lot, and one1 for burgess. This Is At- 
torney ' Higbee's idea. 
He contends. 


that by this procedure the court will 
not only decide the application of the 
Clark bill, but will definitely fix the 
municipality's status. Higbee explain- 
ed his Idea .of the Clark bill at length 
and declared that the court might 
assume four things: 


1. That the Clark.bill and all its' 


provisions apply to Connellsville. 


2. ~That councllmen shall! TDC elect- 


ed under the Clark bill, although no 
provision is made for eleoting;a:mayor 
and controller. In this event, the em- 
bryo city would become a city In fact 
by organizing-its council and thereby", 
creating a vacancy in the office of 
mayor and controller, to be filled at a 
special election. 


3. That the Clark bill is unconsti- 


tutional, in that it divides the thlra 
class cities pf the state into two classes 
in a manner beyond the oower'of the 
Legislature so to do, thereby setting 
asldn the entire act, and leaving the . 
old law of 1SS9 in full force and effect. - 


4. That Connellsvine is not a city, 


but is still a borough, and shall elect 
borough officers. 


Mr. Hlghee declared he had never , 


said the Clark bill does not apply to' 
Connellsville. "\Vhat I do say," he ex- 
plained, "is that the law Is a most 
doubtful proposition. If It does not, 
apply, what is our status?- We should " 
determine this without delay." 


He1-went into the matter in detail, 


pointing- to the various sections of the 
Clark bill which he thinks -might 
raise a. question. In the test suit; how- 
ever, there are four possible decisions, 
and Sir. HIgbee- expressed belief that 
the least'probable would be that de-~ 
Glaring Connellsville still a borough. 


There was little discussion 
aside 


from that by Mr. HIgbee. James S. 
Darr inquired why the legislators were 
not on the job when the Clark bill waa 
being considered, but President Be- 
hanna. declined to entertain the ques- 
tion. 


"The bill ha.5 passed. It Is too lata 


to discuss why something was not 
done. We face the real situation, not 
what-might have been," was his com- 
ment.

John Duppan, one of the Chamber 


of Commerce delegation to Harrisbur^.

discuss the junket. Duggan said ,ho 
never knew what the bill contained.

~ Following the election of new mem-' 


bers, the discussion of the Clark bill 
was taken up by Attorney. Hlgbee. In- 
part he said: 


"The Clark bill covers cltiea of the 


third class as follows: Those incor- 
porated under the act of 1S74; cities 
that have accepted the provisions of 
the said act of 1S74 in tho manner 
prescribed by the 52nd section; ail 
other cities of the proper population 
or any city less that 10,000 population, 
incorporated prior to March, 1374, by 
IL* special Act of Assembly, or any city 
which has been incorporated ander the 
provisions of the act of May 23, 1889. 
Of these provisions, only the last ap- 
plies to ConnellyviHe. 
- "-This would apparently -ce clear, 
but for the decision of the Supreme 
Co»rt in our case two years ago. 
Conn«llsvHle is in exactly the 'same 
situation now as then. The election to 
become n. city was held In November", 
1910 and the letters patent were,issued 
in May, 1911. The Supreme Court de-' 
elded that we are not a • city in the 
meaning of the term-as-used in the 
act of 1911, but are an embrvonic 
city.

Of thta tribe In Ua captivity "Walter 
C. Hoe, superlutendont of a relljciou* 
Indian mliulon located at Fort Sill, 
\o the hlfltorlun. llo.hujt tlvod among 
tho captJvo Apnch*ft for years and hiu* 
n. personal acquaintance with every 
ono of thorn. 
In summing up tha 


story of their lives while forgotten by 
the government, he says: 


"After 
tho Apaches surrendered, 


which they did In 1886, It was decided 
to transport them to the Knwt and 
hold them aa prisoners of war. It Is 
tnterontlng to note thai other Annchat*, 
some of whom were non»oombatiinta, 
while a few had actually bean scoutti 
fnr tho United Statoa troops, wore 
. <!dcd to tho captlvo bnnd, so that 
t'tmlly, 407 In number, It woa taken 
to Forte Plckon* and Murlon, In Fior- 
Idti but a yaar later was transferred 
tn Mount Vornon barracks, Alabama. 


**Thoro Its ranks wort) BO decimated 


by tuberculosis thi\t thoao "Who re- 
mained, numbering 303, wero removed 
to the Fort Silt military reservation, 
In Oklahoma, In 18 8-1. Hero, under 
the wUo dlroctlon of Capt. (now Col.) 
Hugh Ix Bcott, they were settled In 
family groups, not 'to work building 
houaon, breaking1 out land &nd rooking: 
f(3nc*a, eacouruKQd by the repeated aa- 
suranees of Kovornnioiit otHclala to 
b«tlovo that thcro wanderlwys were 
over and that they worn to remain Jn 
undldturbod possession of permanent 
bomw, Tho homcleaa band were un- 
sophisticated enough to believe thcuo 
pledg-e« and pressed eagerly forward 
In the confidence that not far In tho 
front ]oy homo and liberty for them- 
uch'ort and their children. 


"Thft 
government 
Intended 
that 


theso Indians should eventually bo 
allotted th« 60,000 acres of uuperttu- 
OUH lands about Tort Sill. 
To thlu 


land tho friendly Ktawas and Com- 
manchett t-ddcd tui allotment o. 27,000 
acrcB. 


"For B, time things -wont well. 
A 


government appropriation of $32,500 
was -wisely expended In nettling Iho 
members of the band In their new 
homo.1 and they went to work with n 


will. 
They soon began to acquire a 


communal herd of cattle, to work 
their Individual Holds and znako aub- 
utanti.il progress. A mission of the 
Koformed Church cared for their re- 
llpioua well-jelngr and provided Jn- 
strucUoa for the younger children. 
Tho older ones hava been sent to the 
various governmont schools, whore 
they havo acquitted themuulvea well. 


"Had CoL Scott's original plans been 
carried out, these Indians, as rapidly 
ns feasible, would riavo received sep- 
arate holding's; they would have been 
steadily individualized, would 
have 


become solf-auppcrtlng 
and finally 


would hax'ti been sot free. 
Unfortu- 


nately this wlso profcrram "vvas departed 
from and. tho grip of military authori- 
ty tightened rathor than relaxed, with 
tho result that tho communal rather 
than tho Individual welfare waa de- 
veloped, this resulting1 in turn In loea 
of Initiative, laclc oC Interest, 
and 


growing- discontent, especially on tha 
part of tho rapidly Increasing educat- 
ed element, 


"Thoso -who understand tho Indian 


kno\v only too well that discouriif^e- 
ment anU discontent unnorvo him for 
action and lay him open to tho onnet 
of his besetting sins. Whon ho 'wets 


a bad heart/ according to hla own 
vernacular, the whole world Koes bad 
with him. This has happened at Fort 
Sill. These prUwners of war, 'seeing no 
way out,' an they expreaa it, and chaf- 
ItiB" under captivity have lost zest even 
in their own affaire and have become 
an easy prey to drunkenness, gam-, 
bllns and Immorality. 
"Furthermore, their captivity was 


not merely nominal 
o^r constructive 


aa la eon-ietimes claimorl, but very 
real, ovon though they ivere not In 
Hhnckles or surrounded by prison 
walls. 
They had to report day by 


day to tho officer In chance for as- 
slfc-nmant to work, nnd although ~jr- 
chanco their own little neld need yd 
tilling, might bo ordered out to 'ride 
tha fence' 
or to prepare for 
the 


branding- camp. 
They might not 


ip.ive the reservation (or more than a 
I'uw hours without permission, nor 
on tor into business arrangonvontfl of 
Ehelr own. 
No member of another 


trlbo would marry Into thetr captivity, 
so that they must marry 'In and in,' 
Co tho detriment of their offspring-. 
Xo home, with even a tritllns plot oC 
ground, which thoy might love and 
beautify, could bo assured to them. 
To bo denied freedom, Independence.

For yeans thta oondttlon prevailed 


and 
th» eroveraznent was entirely 


aware of the inJtMrtlce of it until lib- 
eration finally oamo with the recent 
Congress. 


Of the original, scalp-lifting leaders 


of tho Apaches, tha chief, old Oeronl- 
mo, died two years ago. Up to the 
timo of hia death he waa still recog- 
nized 
GLB an unregenerate old pagan 


and about as tough, a proposition as 
tho government ever hod to deal with. 
Of the men who fought with him, 
there are two of prominence, who 
still remain as members of the tribe. 
These are ChaLo or Flatfaco, who waa 
a most active leader of raiding parties 
n the old days. 
Chato's following 


mostly found refuge in the Sierra 
Madro mountains, across the line Sn 
Mexico. 
Prom this retreat he »nd his war- 


riors used to break Cortn, across the 
lino Into Arizona, and make such a 
whirlwind raid aa was almost impos- 
sible to stop. They knew every Inch of 
the ground. Their plan was to raid a 
different ranch each day and thereby 
secure always fresh mounts. 
These 


they would ride to exhaustion for a 
day and turn them loose. Thus they 
covered seventy-five miles a clay, and 
no cavalry detachment V»*LS able to 
overhaul them.. For years this young 
warrior thus dcfled the military of 
two natlona. 


Notshi, tho-son of Cochis, *am3 by 


heritage the war chief of the Apache*. 
still lives. This war chief had given 
ovA* his prestige to Qeronlmo, the 
medicine, chief, In the days of the 
border warfare, and he always sub- 
mitted to the domination of that old 
pagan when the tribe was transplant- 
ed. Notshl is a handsome Indian and 
was a good warrior. 


Under Cochis, tho father of Notahi, 
this tribe had fought hither and 
thither throughout the high moun- 
tains of Arizona, New Mexico and that 
section of old Mexico which border* 
on these two states. The military had 
begun in the southwsst by using the 
iron hand in avenging depredations, 
real and alleged, on tho part of thoae 
Indians 


Atter the death of Cochis, his eon, 


of 


Notshl, had become the hereditary 
war chief of the Apaches. Notahi had 
a great deal of the war spirit of hia 
father, but there waa a. certain medi- 
cine chief, Geronimo, -who, "by th& 
force of hi a native ability OB & war- 
rior forced himself to the -actual 
leadership' of 
these 
depredating 
Apaches.' For a decode previous to 
18 8 3, Geronimo and his band had 
taken refuge in mountain retreat* 
that wero almost immune to attack, j 
From these hiding ptacea they had 
sallied forth from time to time and \ 
fallen uppn some isolated ranch \or ( 
other ^ otitpost 
of civilisation, 
had 


brutally murdered all the whites they 
found, had seized all available sup- 
plies and lire stock and retreated 
again into the mountains. 
First 
there bad 
coxn« General 


Crook, who had for ton years raced 
all the hardships of an Inhospitable 
and unsettled "West In fighting these: 
marauding bands of Indiana. 
One 


party after another had been drive a 
to Its lair and practically exterminat- 
ed. Tet the depredations continued. 
In the end Crook w»* withdrawn trcm 
the'-command in^Arlzon* atkS General 
Miles -took (hi* place, yor yet an- 
other decade- the ngfatlng continued. 
Finally t there ya« left o«ly Gwronimo 
and his Jo'lJoweca. This chief we* on* 
of the-'WUtovt old savages that Amer- 
ican histmqy has -ever known. All tha 
force of the, American army pitted 
against his small-band required many 
years to I finally bring Mm *o a stats 
of subjugation. "When he WMT-in tha 
end forced to mumculer, H 1» main- 
tained by som« authorities that there 
were actually but seventeen ot his 
fighting men who were captured. 


But' all these imprisoned people are 


now liberated. 
Some ,o£ the young- 
sters who were .bora In Oklahoma will 
remain there and make themaelves 
permanent homes and live a» free- 
men. 
But for th« majority there la 


the call of the free rolling lands of 
thtitr far TTest and the unrestraint 
of the wild mountakCMi of Arizona and 
New Mexico.

(frodnd have been demonstrated. 


Whan the dredge !« ready for oper- 


ations It la moved cloeo up to the 
gravul bank, tho btickolo brought In 
contact with the ground, and the elec- 
trical machinery started. The revolv- 
ing llnu of buckettj Bpeudily *at« up 
the earth, seemingly llko dom« great 
hungry monster bont on destroying 
tho world. Tho dredge is bulk In a 
pond of water, and no tho buckets 
dig deeper, wator mingles with the 
gravel nnd aids in tho work. When 
the ground la exceptionally hard to 
dig. hydraulic monitors aro some- 
times employed to atd In breaking 
dowji tho gravel banks, while dyna- 
nihtj may bt- used to loosen tho ma- 
torttvl and make It more easy for thu 
groat bucket« to excuvato. Tho loaded 
buckets mount etowly upward on tho 
revolving lino and discharge tha grav- 
al Into a 
huge mutal-llnod spout 


which feeds the material to a great 
t*\*n\ acroen cylinder.

And tho 
waste gravel (Iowa on continuously to 
be piled into white heaps by the 
stacking elevator at tho stern of tho 
dredge. From, tho Ilrat to the laat tho 
material la not touched by hand, Have 
whun It is desired to collect tho gold 
and quicksilver from tho tables. The 
whir of tho motors, tho Incessant roar 
au the buckets dump their loads or 
rocks and gravel Into tho great spout 
or hopper, tho muss of gravel flow- 
Ing onto the elevator and the stacker 
piling tho waste like a giant hand— 
all Corm a wonderful picture. 
And 


Hteudll> tho dredge is moved up to tho 
land asi tho buckets eat away the solid 
ground. The boat Is kept up close by 
means oC two immense- steel poles, 
nnmmonly tcrmatl spuds, which per- 


mlt the otepplng ahead or sideways of 
tho grunt boat. 
So wonderfully cfll- 


cient are tho dredsxss in handling1 


gL'iwol, that material running six to 
ton cents per cubic yard is profitably 
handled. 
Many of the Jar^est boats 


handle tho gravel at a to Lai cost of 
two to three cents per cubic yard, 
nnd earn splendid profits whore no 
other form of mining- could be eco- 
n imlcally conducted. "When one stops 
a.*id figures of the minute amount of 
gold contained in a mass of caith and 
gravel, when a cubic yard only con- 
tains a fow cents' worth of the pre- 
c'ous grainy, it is readily perceivable 
v. hat a woiulorful thing modern gold 
t'redsing Is. 
fio find tho fow grains of 


.fold In such a heap of material, even 
when the grtound runs 20 to 30 cents 
per cubic yard, la a feat that makes 
tha search /or tho needle in tho 


proverbial haystack wonderfully sim- 
ple.1- The secret of the success attend- 
ing diedffe mining is tho handling of 
an enormous quantity 
oJE material. 


This cuts down tho costs for each 
cubic yard and maJtes poasibla earn- 
ing- of profits. 
Bay and night the 


gi eat dredge keeps up its incessant 
labors, save only when a fow mo- 
mentn of rest results when it is desired 
to change the position of tho boat 
Every ten days or so work, stops for a 
fow hours to arable tho men in chaifje 
of tho 't'Old tables to collect the yellow 
metal for tho mint. 
At night the 


boats arc brilliantly illuminated with 
electric light to facilitate work, 
1 Electricity la brought; aboard 
tho 


drodgc either over the water, or under 
it. In the latter instance, the cables 
are of the submarine armored type. 
"When the cable Js strung- across the 


pond, the wire is supported by floats, 
designed to keep the line out of the 
water. 
"Unless the cable Js prevented 


from becoming wet and dry alternate- 
ly it is certain to wear out rapidly. 
The earning power of a dredge de- 
pends on t^he richness of tho ground, 
size of the boat and other factors, but 
with all conditions satisfactory it Is 
one of tho most certain money-earn- 
ers ever devised. 
Before the dredge 


Is built, the ground Is thoroughly 
tested by means of prospect pits and 
holes sunk with diamond drills. The 
gravel excavated by these methods 
fs carefully sampled by the engineers, 
and the average of the various figures 
indicates the value of the entire 
efataEe. 
Hundreds of pits ind holes 


are usually sunk before diedgre work 
Is started, and the engineer Is en- 
abled to calculate accurately on tho 


amount of yold the dredar* win pro- 
duce. 
This feature of practical cer- 


tainty la tha cauaa for the popularity 
of dredffe Jnlutog- today. 


The dredgws previously described 


are known as buck«t-*lerator boats. 
Another type, termed suction dredges, 
are" also, employed. Instead of buck- 
ets, these boat* use gveert -pump* which, 
suck up the gr*r*l and cold and: de- 
liver the product to the riffled tables 
as In ordinary practice. 
A number 


of the auction dredg-es are employed, 
but the bucket-elevator type has prov- 
en the most successful and conse- 
quently is most popular. ' Tn Cali- 
fornia alone there are 64 bucket-ele- 
vator drodgea operating, and their 
total annual ourtput runs over $8,000,- 
000. 
Gold ships are also operating in, 


Colorado, Montana, Arizona, and other 
American states, while many more 
are winning the golden wealth from 
the placers tn Australia, Alaska, Yu- 
kon, Siberia, South America and other 
fields. In Australia and New Zealand 
they are employed to recover tin aa 
well as gold: 


Gold dredgrlng Jn tha frozen fields 


of the terrible North presents par- 
ticular difficulty. 
It la necesaory to 


thaw tho ground, and to accomplish 
this pointed Iron pipes are driven 
deep into the earth and steam intro- 
duced. 
From twelve to twenty of 


these plpea or steam, points are gen- 
erally required when a fairly large 
dredge la working1, and as the cost Is 
high, only the richest ground can ba 
profitably worked. Steam ie supplied 
by boilers, using wood or crude oil for 
fuel. 
The steam pipes thaw tha 


ground well ahead of the dredge and 
as, .the ground becomes sufficiently 
warm the boac is moved close to tba 
deposit and tho buckets enabled to 
work to advantage. In the southern 
regions, operators are subjected to 
different, 
but none-the-less vexing 


troubles,_ For here voracious Ineecta 
not only "render life almost unbear&bla 
by their savage attacks, but devour 
the wooden hulls of the boats. Under 
their hungry assaults the most solid- 
ly* built boats soon become mera 
shells, and the machinery breaks 
through the weakened bottoms of the 
hulls and falls Into the rivers. 
The 


ravages of these terrible insects forced 
operators to employ eteel hulls, for 
many of the placers in the tropics are 
so rich that the companies active in 
those fields are determined to win tha 
golden towards despite the obstacles 
eld Mother Nature has thrown in. their 
pathway. About 400 dredges, varying 
from the little native gold whips of 
the Philippines to the monsters o£ 
California and the fields of the North, 
are operating in various sections oC 
the world. 
And the children of tho 


earth are forcing her to yield tha 
treasures she has for so many cen- 
turies hid under her blanket of gravel 
and snow and frozen inoss. The char- 
acter oE the gold ship has changed, 
but the lure is as strong- as when 
Drako swept the seas and struck 
terror in the hearts of the paling 
manners of Spain.
